REMARKS. 


In view of the general success of our schools, a special re- 
port by district is not deemed necessary. 

The exceptional cases, to which reference has been made 
were caused by a lack of interest on the part of teachers. 

Attention is again called to the need of.a better supply of 
blackboards, since their use by the best instructors, is constantly 
increasing. 

Although five districts have recently repaired their school- 
houses, No. 1 being the last, several remain in a very unsatisfac- 
tory condition ; repairs would promote both health and economy. 

The full day devoted to examination in the winter term of 
No. 5, suggests the propriety of such a course in all the larger 
schools. ve 

Number of children between five and fifteen years of age 
reported by the selectmen, April, 1880, 190—boys 118; girls 72. 
Number of children between five and fifteen, not attending any 
school—10. 

Certain teachers are reminded that questions upon the first 
and last two pages of the register should be fully and correctly 
answered. 

When there is no response to important inquiries the work 
of making an accurate report to the State Superintendent is very 
perplexing and almost impossible. 

A change of teachers for each term. is a serious obstacle in 
the way of progress. Let the good ones be retained for the year 
at least. 

A practical education requires more oral and less text-book 
instruction, more thought and less memorizing ; greater self-reli- 
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ance and less dependence upon others,—objects attainable only 
through skillful training. 

Finally, scholars, make the most of your opportunities. Let 
every day increase your acquirements. Books and teachers may 
aid you, but do not underrate individual exertion. Everything, 
almost, within the range of human possibility is yours through 
personal industry. Labor is the noblest of conquerors. 

Thanking teachers, pupils and citizens for the many courte- 
sies shown during our connection with the schools,we respectfully 
submit the foregoing brief report.

GRAMMAR Scuoou.—The summer term was taught by Miss 
Emma F. Hotmes. She was a faithful, conscientions teacher , 
thorough in her methods and devoted to her work. Good pro- 
gress was made during the term, particularly in Grammar and 
Algebra. The multiplicity of classes made it hard for Miss. 
Homes to give the attention she wished to each class and hin- 
dered her work somewhat, yet she labored on faithfully to the 
end of the term. We would gladly have retained her as teacher 
of this school, but she had other plans for more extended useful- 
ness. Here let us render grateful tribute to the memory of one 
called so young and so early from pursuits she loved so much. 
May the truths she taught, both by precept and example, be 
deeply impressed upon the hearts and minds of her pupils and 
may they live purer, nobler and more useful lives as the result 
of her teaching. 7 

The fall term was taught by Miss C. O. Woopwarp, an 
experienced and faithful teacher. At the commencement of the 
term a class of the older scholars from the Primary school came 
into this department. Miss Woopwarp worked with a cheer- 
ful, patient zeal and the term proved a successful one. 

The winter term was also taught by Miss Woopwarp. So 
large a number of scholars were in attendance at the beginning 
of the term that it was thought advisable for the class which 
entered the last term to return to the Primary school, also, an 
effort was made to consolidate the classes somewhat. In many

respects the teacher’s labors were more arduous than the preced- 
ing term, but we believe she tried faithfully to fulfill every duty. 
In many cases good solid work has been accomplished, and yet 
we cannot feel that the term was an entirely successful one. 

The Primary ScHoou was taught during the entire school 
year by Miss Netire M. Fiskxe,and with her usual good success. 
Her aim is a high one and she succeeds in arousing enthusiasm 
in her scholars. [yen a casual visitor would notice the alertness 
and promptness with which every scholar does her bidding. 

In this school are laid good foundations for solid work in 
future years. Good reading is a marked feature of the school. 
We have been pleased to hear the little ones sing and to mark 
the correctness of their simple drawings on the blackboard. 
Miss Fiskk& studies to make her school pleasant as well as profit- 
able. We are grateful to her for the care she takes of the little 
ones outside as well as inside of her school room and for their 
sakes we would wish that she might long be retained as teacher 


of this school.
